Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


25.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Delos A. Blodgett, of Grand Rapids, who 
will be recalled by many Atlantans as 
Miss Daisy Peck, has recently joined Wash- 
ington’s exclusive social set and acquired 
a beautiful home in the capital on the ave- 
nue of the presidents. 

Mrs. Blodgett has shown that although a 
woman, she possessed unusual executive 
ability, and has carried to successful comple- 
tion a fine philanthropic enterprise that her 
husband originated, but which death pre- 
vented his carrying out. He was. many 
times a millionaire and 
one of the most public- 
spirited citizens of 
Grand Rapids. The 
Children’s Home which 
he founded and left the 
money to build, is one 
of the prized institu- 
tions of the city. 

When he laid down 
his work, Mrs. Blodgett 
took up and carried to 
completion the chil- 
dren’s home. The main 
building was dedicated 
last November, as &@ 
memorial to the found- 
er. A hospital is now 
being added. 

Mrs. Blodgett 
John Corrigan, Jr. the ground plans her- 
self and superintended the construction of 
the memorial building, the architecture of 
which is a modification of the Italian renais- 
sance. The building is three stories high, 
built of red brick, and can accommodate 150 
children. The lower floor is in plain Flemish 
oak. In connection with the nursery ward 
is a diet kitchen with complete modern 
equipments.

The three children, Helen, 
Delos A. and Mona were educated in France, 
and usually spend the winters at St. Moritz, 
and the summers at a chateau at Trou- 
ville. 

Refore her marriage, Mrs. Blodgett, who 
is a daughter’ of the late Professor William 
Peck. of Tulane university, lived in Atlanta 
and was an attractive member of Atlanta's 
social set. 
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A Memorable Tour. 

The European tour of the American com- 
mission for the study of co-operative sys- 
tems of agricultural production under the 
direction of the Southern Commercial con- 
gress will far surpass anything heretofore 
undertaken in the way of a study of the 
agricultural methods of foreign countries 
with the view of their adoption within the 
United States. 

Leaving New. York on the Saxonia to- 
day, the American commission, composed 
of approximately 100 members, selected from 
thirty-six states and five Canadian prov- 
inces, will visit the larger cities of Europe 
and by personal inquiry collect data regard- 
ing the methods employed by progressive 
agricultural communities in production and 
marketing. and in. the financing of both 
these operations. The tour will last exact- 
lv three months, the commission being due 
to sail from Queenstown, its last. ston 
abroad, on the White Star liner Cedric, and 
arrive in New York on July 285. 

The tour to be conducted 
personal direction of Dr. C. J. 
azine director of the Southern Commercial 
congress, a native of Augusta, Ga. Dr. 
Owens was placed in charge of assembling 
the commission following the launchine of 
the plan at the conference held at Nashville, 
Tenn., last vear, at which he served as sec- 
retary.

He received the delegates, most of 
whom assembled here prior to their depart- 
ure for New York, in the east room of the 
white house on Thursday. 

After the farewell at the white 
they assembled in New York on Friday 
night for a banquet at the Hotel McAlIpin, 
given by E. N. Breitung, a wealthy New 
York capitalist. Senator Fletcher acted as 
toastmaster. The speakers were Ambas- 
sador Walter H. Page, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Houston, Senator Thomas P. Gore. 
of Oklahoma, and Sir Walter Scott, premier 
of the province of Sackatchewan, Canada. 

In addition to writing Senator Duncan 
U. Fletcher, of Florida, president of the 
Southern Commercial congress, approving 
the plans of the American commission, Presi- 
dent Wilson gave especial emphasis in his 
inaugural address to the question of agri- 
cultural development in the United States.

By special act of congress, the president‘

Fletcher, of Florida; Dr. Clarence J. Owens, 
managing director of the Southern Commer- 
cial congress; Colonel Harvie Jordan, of At- 
lanta: Senator Thomas P. core, of Oklaho- 
ma: Congressman Ralph W. Moss, of Indi- 
ana: Dr. John Lee Coulter, of Washington.

About forty yards farther the site of the 
earthen bank and ditch which surrounds 
Stonehenge is reached, now only slightly 
marked. The outer circle of stones just 
within this ring formerly consisted of

This group of remains was at one time 
second to none, “but unfortunately for us.” 
says Sir John Lubbock, “the pretty little 
Village of Avebury, like some beautiful para- 
site, has grown up at the expense and in 
the midst of the ancient temple, and out of 
650\great stones not above twenty are still 
Standing. In spite of this it is still classed 
among the finest ruins of Europe.” 

Stonehenge may be regarded as a mon- 
ument of the Bronze Age. though apparently 
it was not all erected at one time, the in- 
ner circle of small unwrought blue 
stones being probably. older than tha 
rest. Who erected it no antiquarian has 
ever determined. It is known to have been 
the milliarium from which the Romans 
measured all the mileage in the kingdom 
and the altar belonged to the Temple of 
Diana, on which the old British kines took 
the oath on their accession.

CHINESE LOAN DEAL 
~ TOBE SINED TODAY 


English, French, Russian, Ger- 
man and Japanese Bankers 
Ready to-Close Contract. 


Peking, April 2§.—The. five-power 
$125,000,000 loan contract has been 
completed and the Dankers represent- 
ing the English, French, German, Rus- 
Sian and Japanese groups expect that 
it will be signed temorrow. 

The minister of finance, who had 
been persuaded to return to Peking 
to sign the loan, reached here to- 
night on a special train from Tien- 
Tsin, whither he had fled a few days 
ago for asylum. It is believed Pres- 
ident Yuan Shi Kali, who is heavily 
guarded behind the walls of the for- 
bidden city, is having difficulty in re- 
taining the members of his cabinet, 
owing to their fears that their lves 
are endangered. The Kwo Ming Tong, 
the dominant political party, is fear- 
ful that the loan may complete Yuan 
Shi Kai's dictatorship. 

The senate today succeeded in elect- 
ing a president and vice-president and 
the house of representatives promises 
to do likewise tomorrow. If the hous? 
succeeds in doing so, it is expected 
that Edward Williams, the American 
charge d'affairses, will present to Yuan 
Shi Kai next Monday the formal rec- 
ognition of the republic by the United 
States government. 

Although civil war between Yuan 
Shi Kai and the Kwo Ming Tong party 
seems imminent, there is no other 
representative head of the republic 
than Yuan Shi Kai but they cannot 
elect any rival presidential candidate 
or even limit the president’s powers be - 
cause of for many months Yuan Shi 
Kal has been carefully substituting his 
own officers for hostile officers ‘in 
the army. Also it is known that he 
is capable of repeating the military 
pressure he put on the previous par- 
liamentary bodies.

Would Be Affected as Well 
as Japan by Proposed Anti- 


Land Laws in the State of 
California. 


Washington, April 25.—Secretary 
Bryan is not expected to spend more 
than a week at Sacramento conferring 
with Governor Johnson and the state 
legislature over the proposed anti- 
alien land laws. From  semi-official 
sources today it was said that _Mr. 
Bryan expected to present the views 
of President Wilson and do all possible 
to remove friction between the United 
States and Japan over that legislation 
in time to be back in Washington 
May 7. 

In official ‘circles the energy with 
which Japan has protested against the 
enactment of the pending alien land- 
holding legislation in California has 
served to obscure the fact that 


many Chinese would be affected by 
such laws, though not in proportion to 
the Japanese residents. The Chinese 
legation here, though noting the facts, 
has refrained from lodging any protest 
at the state department, while awalilt- 
ing instructions from Pekin as well as 
the issue of the negotiations between 
America and Japan regarding the 
question of alien land ownership. 

It is apparent, however, that the 
situation is viewed with deep con- 
cern, developing as it has at the very ~ 
moment when the United States gov- 
ernment is about to encourage the 
Chinese ‘people by extending recogni- 
tion to the infant democracy. Specific 
treaty guarantees, it was pointed out, 
probably would give the Japanese 
property owners a decided advantage 
over the Chinese in protecting their 
rights in the event of discriminatory 
legislation. 

The number of Chinese in California 
is said to be very much smaller than 
commonly supposed. According to the 
report of the immigration commission, 
owing to the stoppage of immigration, 
the return of many of the Chinese to 
their own country and the migration 
of many others in California to the 
east of the United States, their number 
in the west has materially decreased 
in the last decade. Even in 1900 there 
were only 84,000 Chinese in the whole 
of the continental United States, about 
40,000 of whom resided in California. 


SATISFACTION IN TOKIO 
OVER MISSION OF BRYAN 

Tokio, April 25.—Satisfaction is gen- 
erally expressed here over the decision 
of President Wilson to gend Secretary 
of State Bryan to Sacramento to con- 
sult with legislators there over the 
purposed alien land ownership legis- 
lation.

It is not 
merely that the original stock of those 
who founded this great republic came 
from England to Virginia and New 
England, for many new elements that 
are neither English nor British have 
been sutsequently added. It is that 
their first settlers brought with them 
a language, literature, a system of 
institutions, political traditions and, 
above all, love of ordered freedom 
which have spread over the whole 
of the United States, have formed the 
character of its people, and are today 
a common inheritance on which the 
greatness and the moral strength of 
your people and of our. people are 
based. It is in these things that our 
unity lies: it is from this fountain head 
that our fraternal friendship must con- 
tinue to flow.

[ have never suggested that you 
we should make any sort of al- 
against the rest of the world. 
We may usefully co-operate for manv 
purposes, because our aims and our 
spirits are substantially the same. But 
what we desire is that the ties of 
friendship which bind the United States 
and Great Britain to one another 
should he extended to embrace other 
countries also.

of sensible and fairminded citizens, 
especially among your rural popula- 
tion, persons who own the land they 
till and the houses they live in.

The town went wild with delight 
when Mr: and Mrs. Cc. P. Dunbar and 
the boy alighted from the train from 
New Orleans this afternoon. 

A half holiday had been declared, 
every store in the town was locked 
the residences deserted and, despite 
a drizzling rain, the entire population 
of Opelousas, augmented by hundreds 
from the surrounding country, turned 
out to welcome “Little Bobbie” back 
home. Several thousand persons 
jammed the station platform and the 
streets leading to it. Every whistle 
in town shrieked, bells were rung and 
fireworks turned loose in all direc- 
tions. Every building in the town 
was decorated with flags and bunting 
and a band of more than a score of 
joyous musicians blared out “Home, 
Sweet Home, “Hail, Hail, the Con- 
quering Hero Comes,” “A Hot Time in 
the Old Town,” and other airs which 
were deemed appropriate.

COMMISSION UPHELD 


IN TEXAS RATE CASE 


Decision Gives Power to Abolish 
Intrastate Rates Lower Than 
Interstate Rates. 


Washington, April 25.—The commerce 
court today upheld the interstate com- 
commission’s orders in the 
Shreveport-Texas rate cases and in 
respect sustained principles 
the railroads are asking the 
supreme court to adopt in the 45 state 
rate cases now awaiting decision. The 
court entirely upheld the 
powers of congress and the interstate 
commerce commission to remove dis- 
criminations caused by a state railroad 
commission enforcing intra-state rates 
lower than interstate rates which have 
been held to be reasonable. 

Because of _the similarity of the 
Shreveport case to the state cases, At- 
torney General McReynolds last Mon- 
day filed a brief in intervention in the 
state rate cases with the supreme 
court, as a “friend of the court.” 

Attorneys File Reply. 

Attorneys for the state of Minneso- 
ta today filed their reply, but expressed 
the opinion that the Shreveport deci- 
sion would not affect their case, be- 
cause the state of Minnesota as distin- 
guished from Texas, is seeking to sus- 
tain the right of a state to establish 
a system of intra-state rates, presum- 
ably reasonable in themselves and hav- 
ing no reference to intra-state com- 
merce. 

In view of low Texas state rates, 
Shreveport, La., immediately over the 
Texas line, found it impossible to com- 
pete with Dallas, Texas, for exampl6 
because the interstate rates from 
Shreveport were much higher than 
those from Dallas to the same destina- 
tions in Texas. 

The commission found Ahat the dis- 
crimination against Shreveport by the 
Texas state+dMaryland rates was ob- 
vious and conceded, and that the inter- 
state rates wer ereasonabDle. Evidence 
was brought to show that .the lower 
Texas rates were * imposed for the de- 
clared purpose and in pursuance of a 
settled policy of the Texas railraad 
commission to give Texas jobbers pref- 
erential advantage over their competi- 
tors in Louisiana and other states. 

The commission, therefore, ordered 
the railroads to remove the discrim- 
ination. To do so, it would have 
been necessary for the railroad: to ad- 
vance their Texas state rates in oppo- 
sition to the state commission's orders. 
The railroads applied to the commerce 
court to set aside the inter-state com- 
merce commission's order. 

Contention Is Rejected. 

It was urged that the federal com- 
mission had no control of state-made 
rates. This contention the commerce 
court rejected by holding that the ac- 
tion of the Texas state commission re- 
sulted in a Violation of the “undue 
preference” section of the federal law. 
The court distinctly upheld the para- 
mount authority of the interstate com- 
merce court It says in effect that 
the carriers were not under compulsion 
to obey the order of the Texas com- 
mission, because that, by the inter- 
state commerce order, had been super- 
seded by direction of a “superior au- 
thority” and that, therefore, the yhad 
“ceased to be bound Dy any incon- 
gistent laws or administrative policy.” 

The effect of the courts holding is 
that no state may, by its state rates, 
impede the flow of commerce from 
other states or protect its own ship- 
pers against outside competition.

April 26.—Roman Catholic 
clergymen are forbidden either to own 
or ride in automobiles, according to 
an edict published today in the 
Rhenish Prussian bishopric of Treves. 
The head of the diocese declares that 
the use of automobiles is inconsistent 
with the humility which should adorn 
the clergy, and, furthermore, automo- 
biling has been the frequent cause of 
the financial embarrassment of priests. 

Treves, situated picturesquely on the 
Moselle river, probably is the oldest 
town in Germany. It is rich in Roman 
remains and in many monuments of 
the early church. It is a Catholic 
stronghold of about 50,000 inhabitants.

day, Father Rapier of Atlanta, Gov- 
ernor Joseph Brown and Mayor Wood- 
“ward, Chancellor James H. Kirkland of 
Vanderbilt university, - Dr. John E. 
White of Atlanta, President 8S. C. 
Mitchell of. the University of South 
Carolina, and Dr. S. J. McKelway, act- 
Ing president. 

There were a few disappointments 
nt this opening meeting—Governor 
‘Ren W. Hooper of Tennessee, prest- 
dent, Governor Mann of Virginia and 
tovernor O'Neill of Alabama could not 
be present.” ~ 

Father Rapier Leads Prayer. 

Dr. MeKelway ptrsided in his usual 
facile manner. He Introduced Father 
Rapier, who led the opening prayer, as 
“that beloved priest of ovr southland.” 

Dr. John E. White read the program 


of the congress,.and made a few time- 
lv remarks on the work of the socio- 
logists. “We are going to prevent the 


cutting of the top strata of sd ovriety 
from the boitom,” he said. 

_tjovernor Joe Brown, of Georgia, 1n 
his happiest mood, and at the conclu- 
sion of a egraceful speech, said: “I 
earnestly hope that the grace of God 
Will be with yvou—that His spirit will be 
with vou in all your undertakings. 
Matvou move forward greater than 
before, and be of real service in up- 
lifting down-trodden humanity.” 

Meyor Woodward was roundly ap- 
Plauded at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress of welcome when he said: a 
hape that vou will deal with the prob- 
lems which confront you with good, 
old-fashioned common, sense. Fanat- 
icism has no room here. Reason must 
Zuide your footsteps. 

“And may that. all-wise providence, 
which brought you here safely see that, 
vou return to your homes and loved 
ones safely, and free from danger.” 

Chancellor Kirkland Responds. 


(Chancellor Kirkland, known as the! 
peerless orafer of Tennessee, said in) 


part: 

“We must never forget that all of 
the work is to be done in one spirit— 
in the spirit of justice and of love, of 
human suffering, and of human affec- 
tion. 

“| recall that’ on the tomb of the 
great philanthropist, Shaftbury, were 
inscirbed these words—'‘love-service.' 
Those two words were the secret of 
his life—those two words most ex- 
press the motive power of this cgn- 
gress, and of our social work, 

“We believe in justice and love—ex- 
pressed not’ only on Sunday from the 
pulpits, but expressed in factories, in 
workhouses, in sewing rooms, and in 
the vards where the poor men are 
shifting and sorting coal. We want 
justice and love that reign supreme 
everywhere, beyond a doubt.” Chancgl- 
lor Kirkland was roundly applauded 
frequently during the course vf his 
addréss, and at its conclusion, when 
he svemed to hold his audience in a 
daze, as he spoke of the conditions in 
the south today. His tribute to Mrs 
(‘ole Was very touching, as he spoke 
of the great work which she has in- 
spired. 

“The purpose of this congress is to 
Study and improve social, civic and 
economic conditions in the  s@uth,” 
Said Acting President McKelway. “Its 
objective, to enlist the. entire south in 
a crusade of social health and right- 
evushess. we 

“Broadly speaking, all our problems 
are American problems. There is no 
peculiarly southern problem of pov- 
erty, illiteracy, or crime; our prob- 
lems of the city, of rural life, our 
problems of child welfare are the same 
throughout the nation.” 

At the coi.clusion of his remarks, 
Dr. McKelway paid a glowing tribute 
to Dr. McCulloch, secretary of the 
congress. 

Telegrams Irom Governors. 

Secretary McCulloch was called 


upom to make an address in the name} 


of the officers, and spoke feelingly 


of the inspiration which he had re-j{* 


ceived at such a gathering. He spoke 
of Mis. Cole as “that best friend of 
the south—whose company we are en- 


joying tonight.” Telegrams from! 


Governors Hooper, Mann and O'Neal 
and others from the southern states 
were read by Dr. McCulloch. 

President Mitchell, of the University 


of South Carolina, made the final ad- | 


dress of the evening. 

“There is a great necessity fur com- 
mon sense in this congress, as Mayor 
Woodward-has stated,’ he said. Dr. 
Mitchell held his audieice for. the 
course of three-quarters of an hour,.in 


which time he paid a glowing tribute | 


to Seaman Knapp, whose work among 
the farmers of the south has harvest- 
ed such a success.

over, Mrs. Anna Russell Cole and
